Enormous Natur al 
Wealth of Canada is 
But Faintly Realized 


Provincial Treasurer Brown of 
Manitoba {ntends to present a plan 
to the Manitoba Leglelature for the 
financing of o new railroad Into the 
new mining country of Northern 
Manitoba. Combined with this pro- 
ject Is one for the erection of @ 
smelter in the north, Large Amerl- 
can financial Interests have contracted 
to fnvest heavily In northern mining 
propertics and to spend several mil- 
lions in developing that eection, It 
is known to be rich In gold, oliver, 
copper, pulpwood and fisheries, The 
Saskatchewan Government has organ- 
ized a department of natural re- 
sources, with the eapecial purpose of 
investigating the possibilities of 
Northern Saskatchewan, The Sae- 
katchewan Government {s confident 
that the territoiy to the north of 
Prince Albert contalns huge areas of 
arable land besides other natural 
wealth similar to Northern Manitoba. 

The northern possibilities of Al- 
berta are already better known than 
those of the other two provinces, The 
future of the Peace River country as 
a highly productive area is now as- 
sured. The transportation facilities 
it needs are also assured now that the 
Canadian Pacific ig operating the Ed- 
monton, Dunvegan railroad. There 
is no longer any question about the 
oil in the north, Some of the larg- 
est and best coal ficlds In Canada are 
only waiting for development upon 
railroad facilities that are bound to 
be provided within a few years. 

When Stefansson, the Arctic ex- 
plorer was asked in the cast where 
the market could be found for the oil 
in the north, he replied that In ten 
years the oil produced in the Fort 
Norman country would be utilized by 
the population {n that territory, 
Stefansson is an ardent booster for 
the north, but he boosts with the au- 
thority of exact knowledge. 

Who shall say that his prophecy 
that the so-called barren lands of the 
far north will yet become one of the 
chief meat-producing areas of the 
Dominion will not be fulfilled? His 
faith and enthusiawmy shave .warmed 
the ministers at Ottawa and the hard- 
headed business men of the Hudson's 
Bay Company to his belief, With 
ample financial backing he has already 
started out to demonstrate tlie com- 
mercial feasibility of his plan. 

RS Canada is to-day one of the richest 
countries in the world in proportion 
to population, Its wealth up to this 
time has been almost wholly produc- 
ed by a narrow strip of country along 

southern border. Quebee and 

Ontario were at one time described 

as a “Few miles of snow.” The 

prairle country through which three 
transcontinental roads now run was 
once marked on the maps “the bar- 
ren lands.” These are the sections 
which have produced the bulk of 
Canada’s wealth, The unknown 
north is now coming {nto {ts own. Its 
fisheries, grazing plains, mines, oil, 
timber and water powers will, with- 
out question and within a compara- 
tively few years, add enormously to 
the wealth and the population of the 
Dominion. — The Calgary Daily 
Herald,
